$1,500  for  a  pass  from  Italy  for  the 
Etruscan  sarcophagi  is  s>inf  evidence 
of  the  v.tlje  of  the  collection. 

Moicrn  art  is  also  well  represented. 
There  is  an  exhibit  of  paintings  and 
statuary  which,  though  of  varied  merit 

is  highly  deserving  of  an  examination 
some  of  the  canvass  being  of  the 
first  order  of  excellence.  Italy  dis- 
plays some  very  good  work,  VInea, 
Conti,  a' d  others,  contributing. 
France  is  creditably  represented  by, 
Couibet,  Vutllefroy,  Merwart,  and  the 
Impressionist  school,  the  work  of 
which  has  attracted  so  much 
Among  othersof  note  maybe  mentioned 
the  German  Ramussen,  the  Austrians 
Schweniger  and  Gaisscr,  and  the 
Swce  hsh  Moscheles.

unsurpassable,  the  varigated  porce- 
lains of  China,  the  rugs  and  perfumes 
of  Turkey*  the  woodwork  of  Algeria, 
the  carvings,  and  laces,  and  harnesses 
of  Irclaad — in  fact,  ami  in  short,  the 
infint  ■  variely  of  things  which 
made  by  the  human  hand  in  Orient 
and  Occident. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the 
group,  of  figures  representing  pe; 
ant  III  •  in  Sweeden,  which  have  bci 
purchased  specially  for  this  exhibition 
— they  are  lifelike  and  unique,  and  in 
hum  in  interest  have  never  been  siir- 
p.isM.<l  ,  of  Ureher's  Vi,  una beer-vanlt 
of  the  lnpnne.se  tea  house,  and  of  the 
Sheik's  tent.
